On Saturday evening, we visited this Theatre, which, under the 
popular and excellent management of Mr. T. Dibdin, is fast acquiring 
its former situation in public estimation, when a visit to Sadler’s Wells 
was deemed one of. the rural felicities which cockneys prize so highly. 
Sadler’s Wells is no longer out of town, or rather the town has gone 
to it, and the inhabitants of Spafields, and its vicinity, do not now, as 
they were wont, expect to seé its classic groves the abodevof the sylvan 
deities. ‘To us the most mournful recollection attaehed to this Theatre, 
is the absence of the never to be forgotten Grimaldi; this was his, le- 
gitimate home—here he was indced paramount—it was then Sadler’s 
Wells, Gramaldi, and the’ New River, on the stage ;—no one ever 
thought of auy other objects than these, aud although a company was 
necessary to give effect to the representations,yet they ‘ passed by us as 
the idle wind.” Gramaldi and the water were theAlpha andOmega—we 
have no longer either the one or the other, but. Mr. Dibdin has contrized 
to farnish ws with ample amusement of another kind ; he has collected 
a very numerous and efficient company. who represent Melo-dramas 
in a style not-to be surpassed. , The,comic strength attached to this 
house.is. also..by.no means_contemptible, and the Corps de Ballet is 
really something more than respectable. 

The performances, on Saturday evening, commenced with a Roman- 
tic Hibernian Melo-drama, entitled Suil Dhuv, the Coiner :—it pos- 
sesses quite as much intercst as is generally attached to this species 
of entertainment. abounding in the terrific and the affeeting : it is also 
very well performed. A, Comic Burletta, called Broadbrim & Co, 
followed, laughable enongh, thongh neither original or new. To this, 
succeeded a Legendary Romance, entitled The Earthquake ; or, The 
Mysterious Visit; the story,,or the idea of it, is taken from the his- 
tory of Phe; Wandering Jew. Mr. Dibdin has thrown eround it a 
romantic interest, and it is certainly superior to most pieces of the 
kind we have seen. Some exceedingly pretty Dancing, by Mrs. Seatle 
and her pupils, occurred in the course of tlie evening ; and/at the coh- 
clusion we were tréated with a biilliant display of Fireworks :—~the 
most inordinate play-goer would scarcely desire more variety:—We 
were happy to observe that the house was crowded.
